After a preliminary hearing 
before A. E. Keith J.P., Monday 
July 13, E. Ernst was committed 
to trial on a ethjarge that he did 
unlawfully steal certain cattle: to 
wit, one yearling red and white 
heifer, the property of J. j.

Following is a speech by Ml*. 
H. EL Spencer, M.P. fo»r Battle 
Raver on Rural Credits, delivered 
in the Hous of Com(mon s on Wed¬ 
nesday, June 25th 1925. 

Mr. Spencer: I Want to con¬ 
gratulate thie Acting Minister of 
Finance (Mr. Robb) on bringing 
down this bill, but I must ex¬ 
press regret that h(e has seen fit 
to introduce, forty-eight hours 
before prorogation, a measure of 
suchl importance. A better act 
than this^feas been asked for dur¬ 
ing the past three years by mem 
bfers of western Canada and is 
not in the interests of the coun¬ 
try) that legislation of this import¬ 
ance shopld be brolitght down in 
the last hours of th e session and 
possibly of this parliament. Ru¬ 
ral credit legislation is asked for 
by the people of the west particu¬ 
larly for the simple reason that 
the present banking facilities 
ar not in the best interests of 
agriculture. The time limit on 
notes isj^n'o short and interest 
rates too high, and the 

renewal^^^k toe uncertain Wi J ‘ 
re l luIIP'—tt r 

also, fche\ tVime is too short, 
the interest 'rates* and expenses 
are too hijrii. It is for 

these reasons that for some years 
past there ha s been an agitation 
for a system of rural credits. We 
have continually asked this par¬ 
liament for a measure of‘relief. 
We all know that agriculture has. 
bbeh going through a very stren¬ 
uous time during’the past several 
yfeafft. We have asked for bread; 
in this bjill*w e have been given a 
stone. As 'the right hon. leader 
of the opposition (Mir. Meighen) 
says, it is doubtful whether a sin¬ 
gle dollar (will be asked for under 
this legislation, surrounded as it 
is with so many restrictiouis. 

The hon. member for Leeds 
(Mr. Stewart) wanted to know if 
the province^ had m/ade any de¬ 
mand for such, legislation, and the 
hon. member for Niorth Renfrew

The United Farpners of Alberta 
have for several years past gone 
on record a s advocating that a 
provincial bank sho/uld be estab¬ 
lished to relieve agriculture in 
the province. But it was recog 
nized from what took place be¬ 
fore tlhe Banking and Commerce 
committee in 1923' that even if a 
charter was asked for to establish 
such a bank there would be very 
little chance of getting the meas¬ 
ure through this parliament, and 
that was one of the reasons why 
at their last convention they de¬ 
cided to ask for relief througl 
some other channel. Hence the 
rsolutioju which I have placed be¬ 
fore the House. 

Mr. Robb: Is that a provincial 
or a local body? 

Mir. Spencer: Provincial. It 
was th e intention to send a copy 
of the resolution to the Acting 
Minister of Finance, but it was 
thought that as the matter wloluld 
probably come up; before the 
Banking- and Commerce commit¬ 
tee it would be preferable to have 
the federal members fro(m Al¬ 
berta bring the -scheme before the 
committee f&r discussion there. 
Unfortunately, we did not have 
that opportunity.

Whereas* the question of rural cre¬ 
dits and the. lelief of agriculture by- 
providing ‘Cheaper, money for farmers, 
has become, within the past ten year, 
one of the chief economic problems of 
t^iis continent, and In this country 
has now reached a condition so acute 
as to become a national crisis: and 

Whereas efficient methods of meet¬ 
ing this situation can only be inaug 
r ur$.ted ‘by - ^ ominion 

parliament: and 

Whereas ithe Finance Act, 1923, pro¬ 
vides that, advances of Dominion 
-notes may be made to the chartered 

banks by the Treasury Board on the 
f ’ * -V 

deposit of approved securities, among 

which as listed and actually received 
by the board, provincial bonds are 
deemed to be of the first rank as se¬ 
curity, such securities held by the 
Treascry Board taking the place of 
any gold redemption reserve in so far 
as suich issues of Dominion notes are 
concerned: and 

Whereas, such provincial bonds 
when deposited with the Treasury 
Board by the province are of exactly 
the same value as securities as when 
deposited by a bank: 

Be it therefore resolved that this 
convention urgeupon our federal re¬ 
presentatives to use every effort to 
have action ta^en at the coming ses¬ 
sion of parliament to inacgutrate a 
system of rural credits embracing the 
following principles:— 

(a) That the provinces be given the 
right to obtain from the Treasury 
Board, on the deposit of provincial 
bonds as security therefor, advances 
of Dominion notes for the purpose of 
rural credits. 

(b) Such right of a province to ob¬ 
tain such funds to ta^e effect only 
on the passing of a resolution by the 
provincial legislature in favor of such 
action. 

(c) That interest on such advances 
be paid by the province to the Domin¬ 
ion at such rate as may be agreed 
upon, having in view the cost of esta¬ 
blishment and operation of the sys¬ 
tem, scch payments to be applied on 
the reduction of ocr national debt. 

(d) Scch funds so obtained to be 
loaned to actual farmers on first 
first mortgage security under strict 
government supervision and appraisal 
up to fifty per cent of the appraised 
value of the land, such appraisals to

In the United States and Aus¬ 
tralia it has attacked only fall 
wheat, but in Canada it was 
folmifl quite -severe on Marquis 
This disease m being studied in 
Canada, but it Ihlas not been under 
observation long enough to know 
if if will be a Very serious disease 
Undey the .

The "Take-all”.disease can us-.- 
ually be recognized by. the ap¬ 
pearance oif spots iim the wheat 
fields, where the straw and heads 
become white. These whitened 
plants can easily Jbe pulled out of 
the ground, the roots and base of 
the stems will be folund to be 
dead and usually dark in colour. 
A dark moldy growth is often 
present on the bases of the stems 
and very small spore cases can 
sometimes be seen imbedded in 
tlhjese growths. It is by means of 
the sp.ores and the dark moldy 
growth that the fungus lives over 
the winter.

Some valuable information re- 
(la^Ve to the Importance $f add¬ 
ing mineral matted to the usual 
grain rations ■'of hbgs Fas been 
secured at The Agassiz Experi¬ 
mental Farm during the last two 
winters. 

The mineral mixture used was 
composed otf grolund bone meal, 
8 pounds 1 ground charcoal, 5 
pounds; ground rock phosphate 
5 pounds; and salt, 3 pounds, at 
a cost of 2.7 cents per pound. It 
was fed at the rate of 3 pounds 
to each 100 pounds of meal. 

'In order tio» teisft this maerial, a 
total of 84 pigs were divided into 
fourteen lots of six pigs each. In 
every ration Where thie mineral 
mixture was fed increased gains 
were secured. This applied not 
only when thie usual trough-feed¬ 
ing method was followed, but 
also when self feeders were used 
and when thie meal ration was 
supplemented Wfith cooked pota¬ 
toes. In one instance there was a 
profit of $7.85 in favor of theh 
mineral Nation.

Cariboo and Caribou

W HAT is one of the finest big 
game and fishing sections of 
North America and one of the last 
gTeat stands for big game, lies with¬ 
in easy reach of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway in the Cariboo district of 
British Columbia. Here, as nowhere 
else on the continent, are found in 
abundance the bear, grizzley, brown 
and black; the moose and caribou, 
and the wary mountain goat and 
sheep. The cougar is often seen and 
heard and the smaller fur bearing 
animals make a trappers paradise of 
this vast virgin territory. As will 
be seen from the picture above, the 
fishing is superlatively good; it is 
the fishing country of the west. 

‘"Who is the man with soul so dead 
and bent on irksome chores, who 
hath not sometime to him said, ‘I’ll 
seek the Great Outdoors’ ?” Each 
year an increasing number of hunt¬ 
ers and fishermen are absorbed by 
the district, but so vast and extensive 
is it, that there are yet parts of it 
that have never been visited by the 
hunter, and streams that have never 
had a linef thrown-over-them. To 
reach the Cariboo district one usually 
leaves the railway at Ashcroft from 


which place, arrangements having 
previously been made, one starts out 
by automobile over the famous Cari¬ 
boo road to Quesnel Lake, Harpers 
Camp, Horsefly Lake or one other 
of the numerous camping sites. The 
road, which winds among the foot¬ 
hills for hundreds of miles, climbs 
to an elevation of 5,000 feet and 
drops gradually to belo-w the 2,300 
foot level by the lakes, was made 
famous by the horde of gold seekers 
who passed over it in the days of ’49. 
The old road houses built in those 
days are still there, and while many 
of them are used as headquarters 
for the large ranches in the district 
they afford simple but comfortable 
accommodation on the trip. 

From the^ camps one can just 
paddle along the still, black, green 
bordered streams and lakes over 
which the snow capped ranges tower 
or one can sit at ease by the camp 
fire and watch the sun sink behind 
the hills se T ablaze with its glory, 
listening the while to the soft rustle 
of the wind in the tree tops and the 
gentle plashing of the water on the 
crags. If one is of a more agressive 
nature one can, accompanied by a 


careful and well tried guide, strike 
through the wilderness in search of 
its natural denizens, or, armed with 
rod, fly and other bait, angle to the 
hearts content. One may spend 
weeks, making short trips by boat, 
canoe, or saddle horse, fishing in the 
lakes and streams near by, and 
getting back to camp each night, or 
travel with the necessaries for bi¬ 
vouac and commune with the wilds 
for days or weeks at a time. 

The Cariboo hunting and fishing 
grounds are located in the Great 
Interior Plateau, lying between the 
Rockies and the Cascades, east 
of the Fraser River. Ashcroft, the 
jui-ping off place, is on the main 
line of the Canadian Pacific 203 
miles east of Vancouver. Equipment 
for trips can be purchased there or 
at one of the various hunting centres 
in the district close by. Guide and 
Outfitting companies cater to every 
necessity and the “Cariboo” and 
other lodges adequately care for the 
wants of the business or professional 
man who does not care for an ex¬ 
tended hunting or fishing trip but 
desires to get away from something 
or everything for a while.

A FEW USEFUL HINTS AS 
TO PRESSING SPECIMENS 
FOR WEED COMPETITION 


To the Editor, 

Chauvin Ohirotnicle. 

Dear Sir:— 

As this is th e tim e of year when 
we think mc 4 st of the weed m<£i 
ace of this district; and as sloone 
of the boys and girls will be plan¬ 
ning their collections of noxious 
weeds for the McKedhlnie shield 
at the fall fair, I would like to 
band on a few hints that might 
assist them in preparing their 
collection. 


Tfhje first thing is gathering the 
weds. Thi s should b e done when 
there is no dew upon them. The 
root, stem, flower and seed-pod 
should be taken when possible, 
and as soon as convenient they 
should be put in a prefsts. 

The best press is made by tak¬ 
ing ttw‘o pieces of board about 10 
by 16 inches for top and bbttom 
and using this ordinary heavy 
comfort felt paper for fillers— 
Cut the same size as the boards. 
If unable to giet th e felt paper, 
ordnary news paper, folded in 
several tMckneistses, does very 
well. 

Arrange the plants in a natural 
and attractive (manner, one be¬ 
tween each sheet or several sheets 
if you have lots -off paper. Place 
the top board firmly on tihle pile 
and apply a weight o ! f from 20 to 
310 lbs. Leave this from' 12 to 18 
hours, then take off the weight 
and exchange the fillers for 
fresh dry ones. (Place the used 
ones where tihey will dry, to he 
used again). Replace the weight 
and leave from 24 to 30 hours, 
when the fillers should be replac¬ 
ed again by dry ones. The Weight 
may now be increased to 'ftrWm 50 
to 60 lbs, and left frofm 7 to 10 
days. 

After the plants are taken out 
of the press, if they are to be 
mounted, it should be done on a 
plain white cardboard of some 
kind. Cover one side ‘of the 
plant Very lightly with mucilage, 
place it upon the imuiint in the 
desired position and press down. 

To make it more .siecure take 
very narrow strips of plain 
white paper and piercing Very 
small holes on each side of the 
stock, shove th e ends oifl the paper 
strips through] and fasten with 
mudilage. 

As this is a competition in 
which knowledge, skill and neat¬ 
ness count, I ,sho)uld not say any¬ 
thing about the naimdng and ar¬ 
rangement of tihfe plants'.

Some plants will send 
up seed stalks. These stalks are 
promptly removed with a knife, 
for the production of seed is ex¬ 
haustive to the plant. 

Renovating old plantations: 
When rhubarb roots become old 
they ar e likely to produce small 
stalks. Underri such conditions 
they are better dug up and di¬ 
vided for starting a new planta¬ 
tion. In the case of bacterial 
disease wlhfich causes the crowns 
to decay the diseased plants 
should be taken up and burnt, 


Rhubarb is perfectly hardy in 
northern Saskatchewan and Al- 
bierta and once planted continues 
to yield crops for many years. It 
bias a wide adaptability to soils 
but responds be#t to a deep, rich 
so|il. 

Varieties: The recommended 

varieties are Victoria and Lin¬ 
naeus. Ruby, a named variety 
recently introduced by the Cen¬ 
tral Experimental Farm, Ottawa,. 
is superior in quality to any of I 


o;d of maintaing a plentiful 
supply of Rhubarb at Scott has 
been from sieed. To insitrle suc¬ 
cess, the seed is sown early in the 
spring in rows 18 inches apart in 
the row and kept cultivated 
throughout the season. 

Gnojwing froim Roots: Yearling 
ro/ots of divisions of older roots 
may be used for starting a rhu¬ 
barb plantation, in which case 
planting is usually done in early 
in the early spring, but good re¬ 
sults have been obtained at Scott 
from planting in September. The 
roiofts are so set that the crowns 
are level or slightly below the 
surface of the ground. Planting 
four feet apart each wav permits 
off cultivation both ways. 

Care: During thje first season 
not stalks are removed frofm the 
plants as it is essential that the 
roots become well established. In

Program 
is as follows: first night, tent camp 
on Goodsir Plateau, 6,500 feet above 
the valley; second night, tent camp on 
the shore of Lake O’Hara,* rivalling 
Lake Louise in beauty, but of a Wilder 
type; third night, Tipi Camp beside 
Lake Wapta and Pow-Wow held in 
Sun Dance Lodge.

Thirteen ships with a total of 
7988 head of Canadian cattle left 
Montreal during May and three 
more ships left during the first 
week of June.
